Detailed Action 

1 . This application is acknowledged as a division of US 10/156,659 now US patent 
6818576. 

2. Amendments and Remarks and Terminal Disclaimer received 6/1 1/08 are 
acknowledged. 

• The amendments have been entered. 

• The Terminal Disclaimer has been entered and approved. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for allowance of the claims are the Terminal 
Disclaimer received 6/1 1/08 and the inclusion of BaO at no less than 5% 
by weight as the composition in the glass, information recording substrate. 
The closest prior art, Nakashima et al, teaching 0 to 2 mass % BaO 
teaches away from what has been instantly claimed. Moreover applicants 
have demonstrated unobvious improvements in durability of a glass and 
thermal expansion when the composition claimed has BaO content at no 
less than 5 weight %. These improvements has been demonstrated at 
Tables 1-3 pages 32-34 at [0075] and Table 7-9 pages 41-43 at 
paragraphs [0088-0090], as result effective variables improving suitable as 
a substrate for information recording medium. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
